TWIN FALLS - Sure, Monday seemed 
chilly, but November’s long warm spell is 
hanging on, leaving the mountains only 
thinly clad of snow. 

“We’ve had very warm days and very 
few frosty nights,” said Bill Galkin. Na- 
tional Weather Service observer in Kim- 
berly. “Last Thanksgiving, we had snow 
on the ^und.” 

It’s been wet enough for snow even in 
• the -lowlands; the weather measurement 
station near Kimberly has logged 1.62 
inches of precipitation this month - 0.52 
inch more than normal for November, 
Galkin said. Nearly two-thirds of an inch 
fell on Saturday and early Sunday -morn- 
ing. 

Trouble is, lempcnilurcs have been five 
to 1 0 degrees warmer than normal for this 
time of ycari On Monday morning, the 
low temperature at Galkin’s measurement 
station was 3 1 degrees, he said, "but our 
normal low is 24 degrees.” 

Southern Idaho's ski arcos oflcn arc 
open by this time of year, but the slopes 
are largely bare these days. 

“We've basically missed the full 
month’s worth of snowpack,” said Phil 
Morrisey, Boise-based hydrologist with 
the U.S. Natural Resources and Conser- 
vation Service. 

The National Weather Service’s six- to 
.lO-day forecast calls for more above-av- 
erage prccipilotion and temperatures, 
Galkin said. 

“We'havc a scries of storms moving 
into the area. In the next two to three 
days, we should have rain in the valleys 
and snow in the higher areas,” he said. 
The snowline could creep down to 5,000 
feet at night, “but it probably will jump 
right back up to 7,000 feet in the daytime, 
because of the warmer temperatures.” 

At the Soldier Mountain Ski Arco, 
there was 'only an inch or two of new 
snow at the 7.000-foot mark on Monday, 
said Cal Debcrard, rental shop manager. 
He estimated the snow depth to be two to 
three feet-at the 9.000-fool mark. 

“There’s nothing on thc bottom yet,” 
he said, “but there are .some runs up on 
' top that look pretty tantalizing. Only 
thing is. you’d have to hike to get up

WASHINGTON •— Seeking support for o 
risky military mission. President Clinton pre- 
sented his case Monday night for sending 
20,000 U.S. troops to. enforce a fragile peace 
treaty in Bosnio. 

“In the choice between peace and war,” Clin- 
tondcclared, “America must choose peace.” 

Without American force, “the war will 
rcignitc. The slaughter of innocents will begin 
again,” he said. 

Despite misgivings, it appeared Congress 
would give Clinton his way. Senate Majority 
Leader Bob Dole suid he believed ia the coasti- 
lutional authority of the president and added. 
"No doubt about it, whether Congress agrees or 
not, troops will go to Bosnia.” 

The While House wonts Congress to vote be- 
fore Clinton attends a formal'signing of the 


pcaciuigreemum in Paris by mid-Dcccmber 
The'Dayton peace treaty, hammered oul'in 21 
days of negotiations, marked u change in fortune 
for Clinton’s Bo.snia policy, widely perceived 
during most of his administration us ill-defincd 
and inconsistent. Before the accord, his political 
advisers had worried that his Bosnia policy 
would be a drag on his re-election campaign. 

Clinton is to brief congressional leaders on the 
troop plan today before embarking on a five-day 
European trip with n heavy focus on Bosnia. As 
part of that trip, Clinton will visit U.S. troops 
training in Germany for duty in Bosnia. 

Key members of the pre.sidcnt’s national secu- 
rity team will testify on Capitol Kill- this week, 
beginning with a hearing today by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. 

In a prime-time address from the Oval Office. . 
Clinton acknowledged American troops will 
face danger and he assumed “full responsibility” 


for any casualties. However, he laid down a 
marker to anyone threatening the peacekeepers: 
“America protects its own. Anyone — anyone 
— who takes on our troops will .suffer the conse- 
quences. Wc will fight fire with fire and then 
some." 

He said a small number of American troops 
would go into Bosnia sometime next week to lay 
the groundwork for thousands more to come, 
probably before Christmas. . 

"Let us lead." Clinton implored in a 20- 
minutc speech delivered in somber tunes. "Thai 
is our responsibility as Americans." 

Clinton pledged that the U.S. mission — ex- 
pected lo last up to a year — would be limited, 
focused and under the command of un American 
general. 

“America cannot and mu.st not be the world's 
policemen," he said. “Wc connot stop all w.ir for

A Pentagon officiul said Mon- 
day thot 1,400 NATO troops, in- 
cluding 735 Americans, would 
likely leave for Bosnia by this 


weekend. Another 1,200 NATO 
troops, among them 700 Ameri- 
cans, would go to neighboring 
Croalio, mainly the capital Zagreb, 
where mony of the command and 
logistics operations will be based. 

Speaking to reporters in Brus- 
sels Monday, Gen. John Sha- 
likashvili. chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said the NATO 
troops could leave for Bo.snia be- 
fore the end of this week. "1 feel 
very confident. ... We have worked 
out all the arrangements on the 
military side,” he said.

Utah fugitive commits suicide in Jerome County jail

JEROME - A Utah fugitive who held 
his family at knife-point in August appar- 
ently hanged himself early Monday in the 
Jerome County Jail, using a tom strip of 
blanket. 

Jcssc'Ccorgc Ahdrcw.s, 38, of West Val- 
ley, Utah, was found hanging from a show- 
: cr rod in a cell bathroom on the jail’s upper 
floor ot 6:35 q.m. 

Andrews was being held on a $250,000 
bond issued with on arrest warrant out of 


Salt Lokc County. Utoh. He foced five 
first-degree fclonv counts of aggravated 
kidnapping and a third-degree felony count 
ofag^vated assoult. 

On Aug. 6, 1995. Andrews hod an argu- 
ment in Utah with his common-law wifc'of 
10 years, Dcni.'ic Sheppard, over the title of 
a car, occording to a “probabie-causc” 
statement filed at the Jerome County 
Courthouse. 

"He grabbed her, punched her. banged 
her head on the floor and attempted to 
choke her,” the statement says. “When she 
stated she couldn’t breathe, he replied, 


‘Good, I hope you die.'” 

When Sheppard tried to call police, An- 
drews pulled’ the telephone away from her 
and wrapped the telephone cord around her 
neck to choke her, according to the state- 
ment. 

Andrews forced Sheppard and their four 
children, age 10, 9, 5 and 2. into the living 
room; brandishing a large kitchen knife. 
He forced them to remain silling in the liv- 
ing room from approximately midnight un- 
til he fell asleep at 7 a.m. 

Andrews was jailed afier the incident, 
but he was freed on a $100,000 bond. 


.Andrews was arrested Nov. 18. suid 
Jerome County ShcrifI' George Silver 111. 

"One of my officers saw Mr. Andrews’ 
cor pulled off to the side of (Muriaugh 
Road) and stopped to sec if lie needed 
help. Wc did a check on him and found he 
was wanted by Salt Lake County, so we 
brought him in." Silver said. 

"Andrcws'had two children with him ar 
the lime of his orresi in Jerome County, 
aged 5 and 3. said Detective Darren Carr 
of the Salt Lake County SherifTs Depart- 
ment.

"He would have been charged 
with more felony counts of child 
' kidnapping and custodial interfer- 
ence." Carr said. Denise Sheppard 
came to Jerome and picked (he 
children up after Andrews' arrest, 
he said. 

On Nov. 2 1. Andrews had signed 
a waiver of extradition to Utah. 
The Jerome County Sheriffs De- 
partment was scheduled to trans- 
port the inmate to Pocotello Mon- 
day. The Salt Lake County fugitive 
^uad planned to pick up Andrews . 
in Pocatello and take him to Salt 
Lake County. 

Monday wasn’t Andrews' first 
try at suicide. 

“Andrews had attempted suicide 
by hanging on Oct. 22 when in cus- 
t^y in the Salt Lake County Jail," 
Carr said. ‘-‘He was found hanging 
in a shower by inmates when they 
came back from a church service. 
They cut him down in lime." 

Monday morning, the jail staff 
saw Andrews "go to the bathroom 
at 4:30 n.m. and had checked the 
cells every half hour. The blankets 
on (Andrews’) bed were arranged 
so it looked like he was in bed 
sleeping." Silver said. 

Except for bathroom areas, the 
cells are under continuous camera 
surveillance. Five other. inmotes 
were housed in the two cells flank- 
ing the bathroom. 

Under the terms of a federal 
court order aimed ot improving jail 
eonditions, Jerome County has 
strict instnictions on how to handle 
inmates at risk of suicide. The 
court order was odhered to in An- 
drews’ case. Silver said. 

Said Carr: "I’m not awafe that 
Jerome County even knew he was a 
possible suicide risk. Wc don't no- 
tify of a suicide risk." 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A fail- 
ure by Congress to reach a balanced 
budget agreement could lead to a 
“sharp increase" in the cost of mort- 
gages and other interest rates.

The Wood River drainages have 
snowpacks that'are 31 percent 
smaller than average, and south- 
side basins - including Salmon 
Falls, Goose and Trapper creeks - 
arc 59 percent below average.

“North Idhho is doing great for 
snow, and so is eastern Idaho and 
Wyoming - but wc could sure use 
some good storms in southern and 
central Idaho," Mom’sey said.

"There must never be another Waco, a 


more must be done by leadership to per- 
suade people they arc serious. “Why don't 
the candidates renounce federal funding of 
elections?" he asks. ”It is preposterous to 
spend toxpaycr dollars for the political 
conventions ond the campaigns. This is 
compelling substantial numbers of people 
to poy for ideas they don’t believe in. Con- 
didotes should also refuse federal match- 
ing funds. That would get the public’s at- 
tention.” 

Armstrong says the next president 
should announce he’s taking a 25 percent 
poy cut and osk the Cabinet and Congress 
to do likewise. "Any corporate leader who 
foiled to toke such a step in the midst ofa 
budget crisis would hove no credibility.” 

After these voluntary cuts ore taken, 
says Armstrong, a whole range of pro- 
grams should be eliminated. 

“But if wc switch from one group of 
political clients so wc can subsidize an- 
other group of politicol clients, 1 don’t 
think that's the kind of idcolistic leodcr- 


ship the country is looking for. 

Armstrong believes the country is ready 
to move funher and faster in (he direction 
of real reform than any of the Republican 
candidates believe. But any cuts must be 
perceived as being equally distributed 
across a wide range of categories - from 
farmers to corporations. 

On Bob Dole: "It's not that he doesn-U 
have a vision, but that he's schooled him- 
self over the decades to play a role. I sec 
glimpses of a Dole vision in (he way he . 
speaks of people who hurt and patriotism 
and those 'down on their luck.' Whether 
he can express a vision remains to be ’< 
seen." And Armstrong admits ’’There may 
not be a candidate in the race 
who can provide the kind of ; . 
leadership America would re-' 
spend to." 

Armstrong believes Republi- 
cans hurt themselves by decl£r- 
ing a “revolution,” whcn“rc- 
— form” should have been their' 
objective. "Allowing yoursclfto 
be called revolutionary’ plays into ihc> I 
hands of Democrats who want to label you 
‘extremists.’ Democrats arc the real cx- ; 
tremists.” < - 

Armstrong thinks that the rccicction of 
BUI Clinton would not be the worst 1996 
scenario. What would? . 

“The election of a Republican president 
who did not share thtrmoral concerns and 
the need to reform government and re- 
assert the principles of liberty. Such a Re- 
publican,” he says, “would corrupt the ' 
process.” ■ 

With ideos like these, it’s too bad that' 

Bill Armstrong left the Senate and even 
worse that he won't consider running for 
' president himself. But looking out the " 
window nt the snowcapped Rocky Moun- 
tains, who can blame him for not wanting

It is hard to read untrue statements 
about my neighbors in the Wild Rose Graz- 
ing Association and be ofroid to speak out 
because I know I will probably have my per- 
mit reduced if I do. 


If you follow The Times-News articles on 
grazing as wc do, on Oct. 28 you saw a very 
complimemary article about the Western 
Stoekgrowers Grazing Association, which 
wc as members of this association canted 
and enjoyed. However, it appears the 
WSGA article wos not written to make us 
look-good but to make the Wild Rose Asso- 
ciation look bod. The old Roman strategy of 
divide and conquer is still being used by our 
local Forest Service office. 

As permittees, we have the responsibility 
of maintaining o fence that is covered with S 
feet of snow all winter and visited by untold 
numbers of people in the summcc. Some of 
these visitors are responsible ond will al- 
ways close gates and some are irresponsible 
and will never close gates. There are many 
reasons, accidental or on purpose, that could 
cause o cow to stray into an adjoining pas- 
ture ond violate the terms ofour permit. If 
you run 1,800 (Wild Rose) or 3,000 
(WSGA) head of cattle on 60,000 acres with 
75 miles offence and 250 gates, you can 
multiply the problem by 1,800 or 3,000. 


No grazing association is exempt from'tlfc' 
problems listed above. Until we find out 
who is purposely opening gates and letting'- . 
cattle stray, then immediately reporting it to 
the Forest Service ofilcc, these instances- ; 
should not be classified as permit violations.

Warnings have been passed to schools, and handbills urge residents 
to watch out for favorite spider-hangouts like cracks in gravestones 
and the bottoms of manhole covers, Kitasumi added. 

I • The spiders live mainly in tropical regions around the world, and 
I may have been stowaways on lumber shipments, said Yoshiro 
Nishikawa, a professor at Otemon University and head of the Japan 
Spiders Academic Society. 

China nabs 600 falcon smugglers 

BEIJING — Authorities in far western Xinjiang Province have 
punished 600 people for smuggling protected species of falcon, an 
official report said Monday. 

More than 80 smuggling cases have been uncovered this autumn, 
resulting in the recovery of 233 captured falcons, the newspaper 
China Daily said. 

The birds were set free nficr they were seized from the poachers, it 
said. 

The report said that foreign poachers were involved in smuggling 
the birds out of Xinjiang, which borders several Central Aston 
nations. But it did not soy how many of the 600 people punished were 
foreigners or exactly what punishments they hod received. 

Neighboring Qinghai Province has also been targeted by smuggling 
rings. Some ,100 captured hawks were seized there from July to 
September, the report said.

Algerians, weary of the insurgency, defied militant.s’ threats of vio- 
lence and turned out in large numbers Nov. 1 6 to elect the retired gen- 
eral. Zcroual was appointed two years ago to lead the niilitary-backcd 
government in a three-year transition to democracy.

A senior police ofTicial in neorby 
Ginowun said police were question- 
ing the womon and also looking for 
possible corroborating witnesses, He 
refused to comment further. 

Wugner said that though the 
woman claimed her assailant was an 
American, there was no evidence he 
was in the military. 

The rape of the 1 2•yca^oId girl in 
September, in which two Marines 
and a sailor have been charged, has 
touched off emotional protests 


against the heavy presence of U.S.

Rutgers 
fires coach 
Graber 

NEW BRUNSWICK. N.J. (AP) 
- Doug Graber, who failed in six 
seasons to turn around the Rutgers 
football progrom, wos fired 
Monday as coach of the Scarlet, 
Knights, 

University president Francis 
Lawrence announced that Graber 
had been relieved of his duties 
cffeciive immediately. Athletic 
director Fred Gruninger said a 
search had begun for a new 
coach. 

"Doug Graber has been an 
untiring worker for our football 
program,” Lawrence said. "We 
arc indebted to him for his cIToils. ' 
and wish him the greatest success 
• in the fliturc." 

Rutgers finished the season 
Friday with a 41-38 loss to Boston 
College. The team, expected to be 
Graber’s best, was 4-7 and 2-5 in 
the Big East Conference. 

In six years, Graber had only 
two winning seasons, his best 
being 7-4 in 1992. Overall, his 
record wa.s 29-36-1. 

Graber did not attend the news 
conference, but in a telephone 
conference call from his office, 
said he did not feel he'd been mis- 
treated. 

“There’s no bitterness 
involved.," he said. “I am a big 
boy and I understand clearly what 
the bottom line is. I wish Rutgers 


Representatives from the school 
argued their case before committee 
members on Nov. 16, claiming for- 
mer faculty athletics representative 
Tom Jones was wrongly cited for 
unethical conduct.

In the appeal, Alabama sought to 
overturn the ban on postsco.son play, 
the third year of probation and asked 
for the return of nine scholarships. 

Jclks was accused of wrongly 
obtaining a bunk loan after his play- 
ing days were up, and Langham 
signed with a sports agent the day 
after Alabama won the 1992 national 
championship with over Miami in the 
Sugar Bowl. 

Jones, who has since resigned as 
faculty athletics representative, was 
accused of giving the NCAA incor- 
rect and incomplete information 
, about Langham. Jones denied any 
wrongdoing.

POCATELLO — A Bannock County 
magistrate has decided to get jurors from 
Cassia County to decide the more than 
100 misdemeanor charges lodged against 
the owners of the ramshackle Ligertown 
Game Farm. 

Because of (he heavy Pocatcllo-arca 
publicity surrounding Ligertown and the 
September escape of 19 exotic cats (hat 
were eventually killed. Magistrate Mark 
Beebe announced Monday the six jurors 
for the trial of Dotti Martin and Robert 
Fiebcr would be picked in Cassia County 
and then transported to Pocatello to hear 
the evidence. 

Prosecutors must decide this week 
whether to modify any of the 107 counts 
of cruelty to animals, public nuisance, 
possession of protected wildlife, drug and 
zoning violations against Martin and 
Ficber.- who arc scheduled to stand trial 
on Jan. 22. 

Beebe, who rejected a defense bid to 
suppress evidence obtained from a search 
of Ligertown on grounds that the warrant 
was improper,. has ordered prosecutors to 


be more specific in their allegations con- 
cerning animal cruelty and posses.sion of 
protected wildlife. 

Following the escape of (he cats from 
the poorly consiructed cages on the game 
farm near Lava Hot Springs, the couple 
was essentially evicted from (he house 
trailer because it failed to meet local 
safety codes. Fiebcr started up the opera- 
tion in southeastern Idaho in the 19K0s 
after running into .similurtrouble with an 
exotic animal compound in Oregon. 

Public Defender Kim Claussen objeci- 
ed to (he magi.stratc's decision, arguing 
that Cassia County was .still too close to 
yield a jury untainted by all the new.s 
coverage of the escape and shooting of 
the exotic cats and its aftermath. That 
included removal of several dozen other 
cats and over 40 wolf hybrids from 
Ligertown to facilities with what ol'll- 
cinls .said were more acceptable coiuli- 
(ions.

"They did'givc us newspapers, but you 
couldn't finish the rest of u story because it 
was so cut up," ho said.

"Everybody tried to keep it lively but we 
ran out jokes after a couple of days."

Graves of 1 890s railyard 
explosion victims found 


SPOKANE (AP) — In a quiet 
corner of a green cemetery, the 
remains of 15 men who died more 
than a century ago have lain in an 
unmarked plot. 

To historian Duane Broyles, the 
lack of a memorial is a slight to the 
men who died in an accidental rail- 
yard explosion. 

“It seemed like a shame," he said. 
“Here’s some guy.s who were help- 
ing to build Spokane and they were 
killed in a terrible tragedy. And 
nobody marked their graves." 

At least 24 men perished when a 
blasting operation to clear rock for 
the Northern Pacific railrood yards 


went awry on Sept. 6, 1 890.

Judge says graduation 
Mng_not against ruling-

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A‘ 
federal judge ruled Monday lhai 
West High School officials did 
everything in their power to prevent 
the singing of a song that an appeals 
court had barred from graduation 
ceremonies. 

U.S. District Court Judge J. 
Thomas Greene also recommended 
that the lOth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals dismiss a contempt of 
court petition by Rachel Bauchman 
and her parents. 

Bauchman, a Jewish student and 
member of the school’s a cappella 
choir, sought to have the songs 
“Friends” and “The Lord Bless and 
Keep You” barred from graduation 
ceremonies. She claimed the songs' 
references to deity violated her reli* 
gious beliefs. 

The appeals court granted the 
injunction, which forbade the choir 
from singing the two songs. But 
. during the July 18 commencement 
ceremony, a graduating senior led 
students and the audience in an 
impromptu singing of "Friends.” 
Greene determined that the 
injunction did not apply to the audi- 
ence. former or present students or 
individual members of the a cappcl- 
la choir. . 

He also said West High School 
choir director Richard Torgerson, 
Salt Lake School District 
Superintendent Darlinc Robles. 
West High Principal William 
Boston and Assistant Principal 
Gene Bonclla did not violate the 
appellate court injunction because 
they took firm steps to try to stop 
the singing.

“Based upon all the facts and cir- 
cumstances, and having observed 
the demeanor of witnesses and 
assessed credibiliiyi this court is 
persuaded that no defendant violat- 
ed the Tenth Circuit injunction.” 
Greene said. 

In his 26-puge decision, the judge 
also recommended that the 
Bauchmuns not be awarded dam- 
ages. attorneys fees or court costs. 

Among the actions the school 
look to prevent the singing of the 
barred songs. Greene found that 
choir director Torgerson took steps 
to substitute two secular songs for 
religious pieces on a revised pro- 
gram. 

A videotape of the. graduation 


also showed principal Boston urged 
I students not to sing the song and 
repeatedly tried to gel the oudicnce 
under control uficr the song had 
been .sung. 

“The situation was out of control 
in the sense that the audience could 
not have been stopped by reasonable 
aciionS;Of defendants from singing 
the song," Greene said. 

During a 2ri-day hearing in 
Ociober to determine if the .school 
ofitciuls had violated the injunction. 
Buuchman's attorney. Andrew 
Hruska, said if Torgerson liad direct- 
ly told the choir not to sing 
"Friends,” the singera would have 
complied. 

Bauchman said' she waited for the 
administration to do something 
about the singing. But bbcausc they ' 
stayed in their seats aher the singing 
started, she said she fell they did 
nothing to halt the contempt. 

"1 was dismayed, disgusted and 
extremely hurt so I IcA die building. 

I was crying uncontrollably in the

The lOth Circuit had instructed 
Grccnc to hold the hearing and pre- 
sent his findings. 

At the hearing. Assistant Utah 
Attorney General Mark Ward point- 
ed out that Bauchman herself knew 
at Ieo.si two hours before graduation 
that the students planned to sing the 
forbidden song, but did nothing to 
try to stop it. 

Also Monday. Greene ordered a 
hearing before deciding whcilier to 
permit Bauchman to amend the law- 
.suit.

This Is a story of young lives 
changed in an instant, of bloodied 
bumpers and broken bodies, griev- 
ing parents and tearful classmates.

But a mile or so from his home, 
something did happen. As Tuncll's 


big gray Dodge rounded a blind 
curve, ‘it swerved across the double 
yellow line and into the path of 
Susan Marie Herzog's tiny com- 
pact. •' 

The force of the impact fractured 
her skull, broke her neck, both of 
her aims and both of her legs. She 
died instantly. Tunell walked away 
with a bump on the head and a few 
cuts. 


Because it happened on a Friday 
and bccau.se Susan Marie Herzog 
was 18 years old, Susan's grieving 
parents reasoned that it was only 
right that Kevin should pay for what 
he did every Friday for 18 years. 

With the court’s approval, 
Tuncll, then only 17, agreed to 
write out a $1 check in the deed 
girl's name and send it to her fami- 
ly every Friday of every week of 
every month until the year 2000. 

After nearly six years of check- 
writing. Tunell stopped. "It just 
hurt too much to continue," he told 
a judge..Insteod, Tunell ofTered the 
Herzogs 12 years' worth of checks 
in a box. They gave it back. 

The whole point, the Herzogs 
reminded, is to make sure Tunell 
"never forgets that he' killed our 
doughter.”

Advertisers prey on captive audience in public bathrooms

PITTSBURGH , — From bars to buses to 
billboards, ads confront us at nearly every 
turn. Now you can’t even get relief in the 
bathroom. 

Advertising agencies around the country 
are buying the rights to put up ads in 
restrooms — most oOcn in restaurants and 
clubs — and selling ihe space to businesses 
ranging from symphonies to jewelry stores 
and dentists. 

The ads arc posted over the urinals and 
inside toilet stalls. 

“Everybody is oliyays locdcing for new rev- 
enue streams," Greg Camey. a director of 
Chicago’s United Center, home of the 
Chicago Bulls and Blockhawks. "This is

The ad. posted 
above urinalsL,showed n big yellow drop with 
a large block of liny prim on it. At the bot- 
tom, the reader was warned that he may have 
the disease ifhe had been standing there long 
enough to read the whole thing. 

Jay Geisen, an an director, worked on an 
award-winning boihroom campaign for 
Advantage Indoor Advenising of Pittsburgh, 
Tlic Pittsburgh Symphony, a ^*lt maker and a 
dating service arc some of Advantage's 
advenisers in 27 restaurants in Pittsburgh. 

“You have a captive audience, so to 
speak." Geisen said. 

In Key West. Fla., Debbi Turner sells ad 
space in about SO restaurants and clubs, most 
of them tourist hounts, The clubs have found 
an unexpected benefii from running.ihe ads: 
less grafilti. 

"People have something to do," Turner 
said.

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BOISE (AP) — After putting in eight hours at 
Albertson’s printing shop, Rudy Bybec goes to 
work again at his printing Imsiness in his garage. 

Victoria 'Nelson started installing telephone jacks 
for extra income while, working for the Telcf^^c 
Exchange in Boise. Now, she runs her own phone 
service company. 

Byboe and Nelson are part of a workploce trend 
— entrepreneurial moonlighters who start after- 
hours businesses with or without the blessings of 
ilteir bosses. 

Local and national experts say operating a side 
business has become common as more employees 
become jittery about job security or ore squeezed 
for cosh. 

"I was forced to moonlight until my business 
look off,” Nelson said. “Otherwise. I would get 
behind on my bills.” 


- Peggy Famwonh. who leaches a course at Boise 
State University on starting u new business, says 
she sees lots of moonlighier-wannabcs. 

“As companies downsize, more employees ore 
looking at business opportunities. Bui they don't 
want to give up their full-time jobs until they have 
to," Famwodh said. 

Many of these moonlighters operate out of a 
spore bedroom or the garage. TIic number of part- 
time, home-based businessc.s reached I0.6 million 
this year, up 60 percent from 6.6 million six years 
ago. according to BIS Strategic Decisions, a tech- 
nology consulting firm in Norwell, Mass. 

Moonlighters include people who work for firms 
like West One Bancorp, Micron Technology Inc. 
and Hewlett-Packard Co. and other major firms. 

“I get people from Micron who hove learned 
some expertise and hove profit-sharing money." 


said Bob Shepard, director of Boise Sla(c'.s Small 
Business Development Center. “Tlicy are looking at 
staning a business os a vehicle to get out ofa high- 
pressure job and work for themselves." 

Shepard himself works full time at Boise Stale 
while also running a cofTce bar and a property man- 
agement company.
